Going  Professional 

Medicine.  Dentistry,  and  Law.  Are  you 
thinking  of  becoming  a doctor  or  a 
dentist  after  graduation?  There  are  many 
ways  of  preparing  for  professional  school 
in  these  fields,  and  Livingston  offers 
them  all-  You  may  choose  to  major  in 
the  biological  sciences  as  part  of  a 
recommended  premedical  or  predental 
curriculum.  Or.  you  might  decide  to 
major  in  philosophy  or  sociology  while 
completing  required  premed  courses. 

if  you're  considering  a legal  career, 
Livingston  offers  a wide  range  of  majors 
which  help  you  develop  the  analytical 
reasoning  and  critical  writing  skills 
important  for  entrance  to  law  school.

Coping  with  College 

At  Livingston,  we  express  concern  for 
the  whole  person -for  your  emotional 
and  psychological  well-being  as  well  as 
your  intellectual  growth.  While  our  main 
goal  is  to  foster  your  independence  in 
making  choices  for  your  own  life,  were 
there  to  lend  a hand  when  you  need  it. 

To  help  you.  Livingston  offers  a num- 
ber of  specialized  support  programs, 
including  special  help  in  reading  and 
study  skills,  psychological  counseling, 
career  planning,  financial  aid  counseling, 
and  peer  academic  advising. 

Academic  Advising.  As  a freshman,  you 
will  be  assigned  a general  faculty  adviser 
who  wilt  assist  you  in  choosing  your 
courses  and  planning  your  schedule. 
Faculty  advisers  and  the  college  staff 
can  help  you  deal  with  problems  or 
refer  you  to  the  right  person. 

Freshman  Studies  Program.  If  you  need 
extra  help  in  English  and  mathematics 
during  your  first  year,  faculty,  advisers, 
and  counselors  will  work  together  to  plan 
an  individual  program  for  you  and  to 
monitor  your  progress.  The  Freshman 
Studies  Program  offers  access  to 
academic  workshops,  study  groups, 
individual  tutoring,  and  seminars  on 
subjects  like  test-taking  and  choosing 
a major. 


Educational  Opportunity  Fund.  The  EOF 
program  offers  grants  to  educationally 


and  financially  disadvantaged  New  lersey 
residents,  as  well  as  access  to  a number 
of  academic  support  services,  including  a 
special  summer  program,  academic  and 
personal  counseling,  and  individual 
tutoring. 

Rutgers  Student  Health  Service.  Our 
university-wide  health  service  offers 
health  education  seminars  and  work- 
shops throughout  the  year  on  nutrition, 
stress  management,  sexual  responsibility 
substance  abuse,  and  other  timely  health 
issues.  Short-term  psychological  counsel- 
ing and  referrals  are  also  available. 

Life  at  Livingston 

More  than  60  percent  of  Livingston's  full- 
time students  live  in  campus  residence 
halls,  both  coeducational  and  single-sex. 
All  freshmen  who  apply  for  housing  are 
assigned  dorm  rooms. 

Most  students  live  in  the  Quads,  a 
group  of  30  houses  arranged  in  three 
clusters  with  approximately  50  students 
in  each  house,  or  in  two  eight-story  high- 
rises,  known  as  the  Towers.  Or  you  may 
choose  to  join  an  Intentional  Demo- 
cratic House,  which  offers  a community- 
oriented  environment  in  which  you'll 
take  part  in  house  decision  making  and 
share  responsibility  for  maintenance  of 
your  living  space. 

Each  residence  hall  contains  large,  fur- 
nished rooms,  lounges,  and  quiet  study 
areas.  Laundry  rooms  and  snack  shops 
are  available  to  all  campus  residents. 

Both  full-time  professional  staff  and 
student  resident  advisers  live  in  the  halls, 
coordinating  parties,  theater  and  ski 
trips,  programs  on  health  and  nutrition, 
film  viewings,  and  other  activities. 

You  can  take  your  meals  at  any  of  five 
dining  halls  on  the  New  Brunswick-area 
campuses,  although  you'll  probably  eat 
most  of  your  meals  at  Tillett  Dining  Hall 
on  our  campus. 

Not  everyone  chooses  to  live  on 
campus.  Some  Livingston  students  rent 
apartments  in  the  nearby  communities  or 
live  at  home.  Even  if  you  decide  to  com- 
mute to  campus,  you  won't  be  left  out  of 
college  life.  Livingston's  commuter  life 
staff  produces  an  off-campus  student 
newsletter  and  offers  workshops  and  so- 
cial and  recreational  activities  especially 
for  commuters.  There  is  ample  on-campus 
parking  space,  and  the  university  bus 
system  facilitates  your  cross-campus 
travels  between  classes.

The  Rutgers  University  Office  of  Career 
Services,  staffed  by  professionals  who 
understand  the  job  market,  can  give  you 
a realistic  picture  of  the  relationship  be- 
tween your  academic  major  and  various 
careers.  In  addition  to  career  counseling 
and  lifestyle  planning,  the  career  services 
office  offers  computerized  self-assessment 
and  video  facilities  for  working  on  inter- 
viewing techniques,  sponsors  on-campus 
job  fairs,  and  holds  workshops  on  career- 
related  topics  like  job  hunting  and 
resume  writing.
